IMMENSE TRADE IN .AOIEBSS' .PHOTO- 


: GBAPHS—PATH'S $5,000 KCTDBE. 
New York Journal. 


; The portraits of actresses have be- 
come one of the most profitable and 
lisorative fjeatares 
of some photo- 


graphers' business. It is curious that 
those photographers who were too 
High-toned and independent to have 
anything to do with the stage have 
mainly gone to the wall, while those 
>-who have catered to the stage have in- 
variably made fortunes. -Among these 
are Sarony, Mora, Anderson and Dana. 
The latter 'has been comparatively 
Utoly established, and he has done well 
by stage portraitures. Barony is, how- 
ever, the most eminent and the best 
known man in his line in New York. 
, To the merely mechanical part of photo- 
i araphy he unites a high artistic ideal, 
: and his work in water-color, oil and 
: charcoal is of a high degree. 
The average man has. litUe idea to • 


what an enormous extent the photo- 
graph business is carried. For some 
years American photographs have been 
ahead of any others. This is due in 
great part of the fineness of pur at- 
mosphere, and it is why foreign ae- 
;,tresses who come here usually adopt 
* their photographs taken here in pre- 
ference to all others. 


i Years ago, when Gufcey and Frede- 
ricks were the oract'photographers of 
New York, ladies and gentlemen of the 
stage used to pay for their photographs 
at what is known as "professional 
rates." But that is all changed now. 
'In some unusual cases the photographer 
pays in place of being paid, and, in 
'spite of stiff prices at times, he often 
makes larger sums of money by this 
class of custom. 
• 
! When Patti arrived here two seasons 
ago there was an excited competition 
apiong the principal photographers to 
get her to sit. Sarony made the largest 
bid—$5,000—for two sittings, of an hour 
eaoh. He paid the money.down to her 
agent, M. Franchi, and Patti sat, being 
taken in some twenty or twenty-five 
positions. Of all the negatives taken 
only one suited the prima donna. 
Sarony desired to.use several of the 
others which he considered good, but 
ahe was obdurate. "The fact is," said 
Siarony, "that Patti is no longer young 
as she was, but she wants to look as 
•wtell in her, pictures. In paintings or 
engravings it is quite possible to make 
ideul pictures, but photographers will 
reproduce life as it is." The result was, 
at any rate, that Patti strictly confined 
him to the one negative. It is the side 
face with the black bonnet, now quite 
familiar in programmes and engravings. 
He endeavored to get her to sit again, 
but she always alleged previous engage- 
ments, and the single photograph I 
have named cost Sarony the $5,000. 
Tills speculation did not pay him, and 
the most remarkable part of it was that 
the demand waa greater for Nioolim s 
photographs than for Patti's, and it is 
the most difficult thingin the world to 
get the tenor to sit. He prefers to rest 
on his pictures of twenty years ago and 
appear forever young. 
The photographers must take the 


good with the bad, like any other 
tradesman. Sarony also over-bid the 
r^st of his confreres for the Langtry. 
She naturally was a great prize. Every- 
bbdy was anxious to see a faithful por- 
t-ait of this much-talked-of lady. The 
price paid her was $5,000, and she was 
taken 'in some twenty positions, all ot 
which suited her. She made no objec- 
tion to any of them. Thounands upon 
'thousands were turned out of the work- 
r?oipsof the lucky photographer, and 
it is not too much to say that toei sale 
represented the net profit of $10,000 
over and above all expenses. They are

at least, outsold even Langtry—an in- 
significant looking woman enough, with 
ho talent to speak of and a marvelous 
aptitude of looking well pictured in any 
position. This was the great photo- 
graph actress, Maude Branscombe. 
Hundreds of thousands have seen her 
photographs who barely heard of her 
aikl never witnessed her acting. It is 
estimated that the enormous number of 
300,000 of her pictures have been sold 
in the past six years. "While photo- 
graphers everywhere were makuig 
fiMuries out of her singularly attractive 
p'notographie beauty, she was, it is said, 
poor, and at times next door to actual 
want. Then the idea struck her hus- 
band, Mr. Everard Stuart, to turn her 
popularity to account, and since then he 
has received a regular royalty on the 
sale of her pictures. She is now in 
England, and has been for some time, 
put her portraits continue to soil about 
"as well as ever.

SPECULATION.* 


Demorest's Monthly. 


Since the fcivil war there has grown 


r p in this country enormous speculative 
dealings in cotton, groin, provisions, pe- 
troleum arid other articles of commer- 
•5al consumption. For. every one bushel 
df wheat actually grown there are proton 
4bly two .hundred, bushels dealt in. 
1 !his itrading takes .the. -form of bets on 
t lie futuro;price of the article, the better 
settling the .difference of the-qdoted 
narket value when the contract ex- 
tires. Now, dealing ijT'optiqim is not 
Si itself immoral; indeed," it'is indis-j 
pensable in the transactions of modern 
'Commerce. The cotton' planter in the 
pouth rarely has money of his own. He 
if forced to1 borrow in order to buy 
aped or hire labor to work hisJ cotton 
plant. This he does by selling a con- 
fract 
to deliver a certain quan- 


tity 
of 
cotton 
eight 
or 
ten 


months ahead. 
Then the 
Lowell 


snanufacturer. or the Manchester spin- 
ier, to insure himself a full supply of 
cotton at a low price, purchases the op- 
tion of receiving the cotton often a year 
.ahead from dote. All this is specula- 
tion, but ia perfectly legitimate, and 
serves o useful purpose. But here step; 
in the great speculative gamblers, and 
they sell, or agree to receive, what has 
uptly been termed "phantom" cptton, 
that is, an option to buy or sell that ar- 
ticle at a definite figure. . In the New: 
York market the actual amount of cot- 
ton handled does not much exceed 
600,000 bales per annum, but on the 
exchange the sales annually amount to 
35,000,000 
bales.

bales 
been 
grown 
in 
this 


country. This speculation does not 
really enhance the price of the cotton 
permanently, although it occasionally 
firings about "corners" in certain 
months. Take the year through, it is 
supply and demand, production and 
consumption, not speculation, which 
determines the market value of cotton. 
T-his illustration, drawn from that fiber, 
is also true of grain and provisions, aa 
well as petroleum. In the month of 
May last, in New York, 330,000,000 
borrels'of petroleum were dealt in specu- 
latively. Yet the total production.of 
coal oil since first discovered would not 
' reach that enormous figure. Chicago, 
however, is the great headquarters for 
the" speculation in food products. Mill- 
i6ns of bushels of corn, wheat and oata 
are traded in, where tiot more than a 
hundred bushels are actually handled. 
"Corners" are the natural result of this 
wild dealing, which frequently results 
in the ruin of the cornerers. A per- 
sOn named McGeoch undertook to 
"corner" all the lard of the coun- 
try, that is to say, to artificially 
enhance its value. . He was ruined in 
the attempt, as he deserved to be. His 
operations were so gigantic that his fall 
produced a partial panic in the wheat 
and provision markets, and even affected 
the stock exchange. 
While these 


speculative dealings do not on the whole 
advance the price of food, they give 
birth to many evils. 
They lock up 


money which could be more productive- 
ly employed in general business, while 
theyvtempt our whole mercantile com- 
munity to become converted into huge 
faro banks, where business men bet 
their money, not, indeed, on cards, but 
on the price of tho products in which 
they are interested. 
Congress ought 


to tax speculative sales, and public 
opinion should everywhere frown upon 
these 
intrinsically illegitimate 
and 


immoral transactions.
